The Connecticut Siting Council (Council) is in receipt of your correspondence dated September 8,
2022 regarding compliance with Condition No. 1 of the Council’s Partial Development &
Management (D&M) Plan 1l approval for the above-referenced facility to provide the stamped
racking system drawings prior to installation.

The Council acknowledges that Partial D&M Plan Il Condition No. 1 has been satisfied.

The September 8, 2022 correspondence also includes a request for a Partial D&M Plan Il revision
for the installation of two new gates (to allow Eversource access to the transmission corridor) and
a reduction in grading along the slope adjacent to the Gravel Pit Solar (GPS) Substation and
Eversource Switchyard.

Pursuant to Regulations of Connecticut State Agencies 816-50j-62(b), your request is hereby
approved. This approval applies only to the D&M Plan revision dated September 8, 2022.

Additionally, the Council acknowledges receipt of GPS’ Acoustic Assessment demonstrating
expected facility sound levels will be below state noise criteria.

Please be advised that deviations from the Council’s Decision and Order and D&M Plan approvals
are enforceable under the provisions of Connecticut General Statutes 8 16-50u. Furthermore, the
Certificate Holder is responsible for reporting requirements pursuant to Regulations of Connecticut
State Agencies Section 16-50j-62.
